Youth injured as theft 
cuts power to homes 


POLICE warned this week of 
the dangers of stealing electrical 
cable following a serious incident 
during which a 16-year-old youth 
was injured and a large area of 
Walsall was blacked out. 

Officers were called to reports 
of a loud bang and the sound of 
screaming near a canal bridge on 
Livingstone Road, Bloxwich at 
11pm on Monday. On arrival, 
they discovered damage to a 
power cable above the canal. 

Urgency 

A short time later three males 
presented themselves at hospital 

One of them, a 16-year-old boy, 
had suffered injuries which it is 
believed he had sustained during 
this incident. The other two men, 
both aged 21, were arrested on 
suspicion of theft and a scrap 
metal van was seized. They were 
still in custody the next day. 

Acting Chief Inspector Paul 
Farley, of Walsall police, 2 Tt 
is clear from looking at the scene 
that someone had attempted to 


saw through a live electric cable. 
Aside from the fact that it is clear- 
ly illegal, there is a real danger of 
death for anyone who attempts to 
commit this type of offence. 

“As well as the personal risks of 
injury and prosecution, there are 
also implications for the wider 
community as we saw.” 

Peter Lowe, security risk 
manager for Western Power Dis- 
tribution, said: “We are too often 
shocked at the lengths thieves 
will go toin attempting steal cable 
from the electricity network. 

“The potential gain from the 
theft is so low compared to the 
ultimate risks people take, and 
no consideration is given to the 
suffering they cause to the wider 
community through the loss of 
electricity supplies.”

APPLICATIONS for planning per- 
mission for six parcels of land to be 
sold off to fund the new Bentley 
Library in Walsall have been submit- 
ted, it has been revealed. 

A new £2.6 million library is due to 
be built on land off Queen Elizabeth 
Avenue subject to planning permis- 
sion. 

Council chiefs have now re-iterated 
their commitment to the scheme. 

It is hoped the new library, for which 
designs have already been drawn up 
and selected, could be part funded 
through the sale of land owned by 
Walsall Housing Group and Walsall 
Council. 

The land in question is at King 
Charles Avenue, Kent Road, Churehill 
Road, Wilkes ‘Avenue, Berkley Close, 
the former clinic in Churchill Road 
and the Old Hall public house in 
Churchill Road.

Leisure chief Councillor Anthony 
Harris said: “We’ve been standing 
shoulder to shoulder with the resi- 
dents in Bentley to help secure a new 
building that residents will be proud 
of. 

“The totally unforeseen economic 
downturn caused by the banking crisis 
has been devastating for this project.

Shamed postal 
plundered 


who 


THEY were entrusted with 
the delivery of Her Majesty’s 
mail — but instead hoarded 
thousands of Christmas gifts, 
birthday cards and cheques 
bound for expectant homes 
throughout the Midlands. 

Stupidity, curiosity, incompe- 
tence and greed were blamed for 
their indiscretions when the 
eight postal workers convicted of 
breaching the trust of employers 
and customers appeared in court 
this year. 

Just one was jailed for their decep- 
tion, along with an immigrant who 
secured a job as a postman despite a 
lengthy criminal record for dishon- 
esty — and went on to steal while off- 
duty. 

Peter Webb plundered jewellery, 
mobile phones, DVDs and greetings 
cards from mail meant for residents 
in Lichfield over four years. The 55- 
year-old was finally snared when 
Post Office investigators planted test 
packages on his round. 

When one, containing a digital 
camera, was not delivered, Webb’s 
home in Leyfields was searched and 
packets dating back to 2006 were dis- 
covered. Last week Judge Mark 
Eades jailed Webb for eight months, 
telling him he had “breached the con- 
tract the Post Office has with the 
pubhe that a package will be deliv- 
ered.” 


Damaged 


Webb told his employers he had 
“been an idiot”, while his lawyer Mr 
Rashad Mohammed said he had 
acted out of “curiosity”. 

The same excuse was offered by the 
counsel of Bilston postman Benjamine 
Bryan. He was told he had damaged 
trust in the Royal Mail after he was 
convicted of hiding more than 9,000 
items of mail and opened packages 
containing electrical items. 

Bryan was caught after bosses 
placed a tracking device inside a test 
package he was due to deliver which 
they traced back to the 23-year-old’s 
home in Addenbroke Street, Darlas- 
ton. 

Police recovered a Sony Walkman 
and touch tablet computer worth 
hundreds of pounds following 
searches of Bryan’s home and car. But 
Judge John Wait opted to suspend 
Bryan’s six-month prison sentence 
for 18 months. 

Deon McFarlane was fined £600 
after being spotted opening a letter 
during one of his rounds. Investiga-

tors later discovered undelivered mail 
in his kitchen drawer. 

The 33-year-old, of Junction Road, 
Stow Heath, denied theft and delaying 
postal packets but was found guilty by 
magistrates following a trial last 
month. 

Both Shaun Maley and Hannah 
Moore-Kelly worked for the Royal 
Mail for a matter of weeks before 
bosses’ suspicions were aroused. 
Maley, 21, was rumbled two months 
after starting in February while 
Moore-Kelly, also 21, lasted just six 
weeks. 

The pair hoarded thousands of 
items, recovered from Maley’s car and 
Moore-Kelly’s home. 

Maley, of Fuchsia Drive, Pendeford, 
but who worked in Halesowen, was 
struggling to keep up with his deliver- 
ies, the court heard. And Bilston-based 
postwoman Moore-Kelly, of Wells 
Road, Penn, was “out of her depth”, her 
lawyer claimed. 

Maley faces sentence later this

Gardens, Dudley, was given a six- 
month sentence, suspended for two 
years, for dumping 6,385 letters and 
keeping another 4,654 items at his 
home. 

Glen Miller was a trusted veteran of 
23 years’ service. But the 44-year-old, 
of Scafell Way, West Bromwich, suc- 
cumbed to temptation, stealing £40 
after opening 18 packages. 

Miller, said to be suffering financial 
difficulties due to the break-up of his 
marriage, received a four-month 
prison term, suspended for two years, 
at Wolverhampton Crown Court.

Hannah Moore-Kelly, 80 hours

Marc Lawson was given the same 
sentence after plundering cash and 
gifts sent to Stafford delivery office. 
The 33-year-old, of Blythe Road, 
Stafford, stole hundreds of gift cards 
as well as DVDs and packages. 

District Judge Wilkinson had some 
strong words for the Royal Mail after 
sitting in the case of Zydrunas Ksonas. 
The native Lithuanian was taken on 
despite having 26 previous convictions 
for dishonesty. The 44-year-old was 
hauled before the courts on two 
charges of theft. 

Ksonas, of Leicester Street, Whit- 
more Reans, Wolverhampton, was 
jailed for eight weeks. 

District Judge Wilkinson said: “A 
person as dishonest as Mr Ksonas 
should not be working with Royal Mail 
when there is an ongoing problem of 
things going missing.” 

Ruth Barnes, of Royal Mail, which 
employs 163,000 workers nationwide, 
said bosses had a “zero tolerance 
approach to dishonesty.” 


Old leisure 
centre fails 
to attract 
developers 


ONLY one bid has been made for the 
doomed Willenhall Leisure Centre 
despite a last-ditch appeal to save the 
building. 

No expressions of interest were 
received within a five-week time 
frame, but council bosses decided to 
allow an 11th hour bid. 

Walsall’s regeneration boss said last 
week that the lack of interest was dis- 
appointing and if no acceptable solu- 
tion was found, the Bath Street 
building would be flattened. 

The leisure centre closed down in 
August last year as part of council cost- 
cutting measures. 

Councillor Adrian Andrew, cabinet 
member for regeneration, said: “In 
terms of people who showed an inter- 
est before the deadline on August 5 at 
midday, there were no official tenders. 

“There was one that came just after 
the deadline closed, so we decided to 
accept that rather than dismissing it 
completely. 


Proposal 


“As a council we have exhausted 
every opportunity to try to save the 
site. Whether people have looked at 
the site and then decided against it I 
don’t know, but it is disappointing.” 

The local authority will look at the 
bid that has been received in the 
coming weeks. If a proposal is deemed 
suitable would-be developers would be 
given 21 weeks to apply for planning 
permission, if required. 

Documents detailing the type of 
development that would be suitable — 
including a cinema, offices, health 
clinic and creche — have already been 
drawn up. 

The building had originally been 
earmarked for demolition costing 
£200,000, but was then put on the 
market in a last-ditch effort to save it. 

Fears have been raised that the sale 
of the building was being jeopardised 
by metal thieves repeatedly plunder- 
ing it. The centre was closed after 
being revealed as one of the worst per- 
forming in the borough. 


Council looking 
for bright ideas 


TOWNSFOLK in Walsall have been 
urged to have their say on plans to light 
up the landmarks of the town centre as 
part of a new £116,000 scheme. 

Under the proposals, attractions 
such as the Waterfront development 
would be highlighted by markers in the 
pavements and statues such as the 
concrete hippo would be illuminated.

David Elsworthy, head of planning 
and building control, said: “The car 
wash at the former Three Crowns site 
is operating without planning permis- 
sion and officers are preparing areport 
for the planning committee.” 

Moves for the residential develop- 
ment off the main route, which links 
Walsall to Pheasey, are due to be dis- 
cussed by the planning committee next 
month. A previous attempt to trans- 
form the empty pub and build another 
four £1 million mansions around it was 
rejected by the council last year. 


Lights repair bill 
reaches £18,000 


ALMOST £18,000 has been spent 
fixing a set of traffic lights in Walsall 
that have become a magnet for vandals. 

The lights at Station Road, Rushall, 
were attacked twice and even stolen 
last month. Council chiefs urged 
members of the public to report any 
vandalism, as it was revealed the 
latest bill for damage was £2,000. 

Transport boss Tom Ansell said: 
“The vandals caused so much damage 
that the wires, which have 240 volts of 
electricity running through them, were 
left exposed. This posed a great danger 
to the public.” 

Since 2006, the council has spent 
£18,000 on repairs and residents still 
can’t use the lights following the latest 
attack.

Legal advice 
may lead to 
mast removal 


ENFORCEMENT action is being 
taken to pull down a phone mast in 
Pheasey which Walsall Council says 
was put up using a legal loophole. 

Fresh legal advice has been sought 
after the mast was put up at the junc- 
tion of Waverley Avenue and Beacon 
Road by Vodafone and 02, despite 
planning permission being turned 
down in January. 

Tim Johnson, Walsall Council execu- 
tive director for regeneration, said: “We 
have taken a fresh look at this matter 
with another leading QC and we've 
concluded that there are legal grounds 
for us to take enforcement action. 

“That’s exactly what we are now 
doing. We were disappointed when 
Vodafone and O2 disregarded the 
views of residents and the council to 
build the mast. This shows we are 
taking this matter very seriously.” 

The decision to refuse planning per- 
mission was posted on the council’s 
website and sent to the company 11 
days before the 56-day required period 
for a decision. 

But both phone companies denied 
receiving the notice of refusal in time 
and have put up the mast under “per- 
mitted development”. 


Red route fines net £14,000 


THOUSANDS of pounds in fines 
have been raked in by Walsall and 
Sandwell councils from motorists who 
have flouted red route restrictions. 

Over a 12-month period, drivers 
have forked out more than £14,000 for 
parking or stopping on double red lines 
in the two neighbouring boroughs, 
based on calculations that each of the 
402 drivers paid the minimum £35 
penalty charge. However, the true cost 


is likely to be much higher as drivers 
who do not pay within 14 days must 
pay double that amount. 

In Walsall 106 penalty charge 
notices were handed out. The penalties 
carry a £70 fee, however, if paid within 
two weeks, that is reduced to £35. 

The councils say it is impossible to 
calculate exactly how much was col- 
lected as some fines would have been 
appealed and some may be outstanding.

The brutal duo had targeted him as 
he walked home across open space in 
Villiers Street, Wolverhampton, after 
worshipping at a nearby temple, said 
Cathlyn Orchard, prosecuting.

A FORMER teacher and church 
warden from Great Barr has been 
jailed for six months after he admitted 
possessing more than 860 indecent 
images of children.

Academy, and at West Bromwich’s 
George Salter Secondary School, now 
known as George Salter Collegiate 
Academy, before becoming a supply 
teacher in 1999. 

There was no suggestion that any of 
the photographs are of children from 
the schools at which Worrall had 
taught. 

The court heard he had also worked 
as a church warden at St Mark’s 
Church in Smethwick, where he is a 
member of the congregation. 


Obsession 


At Wolverhampton Crown Court last 
week, Judge Jonathan Gosling heard 
Worrall had developed an interest in 
pornography over the last 10 years 
which led him to use his credit card to 
buy incident images of children as 
young as 13 and view them on his home 
computer. Police found 862 images of 
children, with more than 600 at “level 
one” and more than 250 at the more 
serious “level two” on a five-point scale. 

He was also found with almost 100 
pornographic images involving 
animals. Placing him on the sex offend- 
ers’ register for seven years, Judge 
Gosling told Worrall the “revolting” 
images were his “dirty secret”. 

He said: “Parents of the children you 
were trusted access to would have been 
horrified had they known of your 
obsession.” 

With his family in the public gallery, 
Worrall, of Smethwick, was disquali- 
fied from working with children for life.

Grower of skunk 
cannabis given 
eight months 


A MAN found growing 24 skunk 
cannabis plants in his Walsall home 
has been jailed for eight months. 

Gary Shaw, aged 38, claimed the 
drugs were for his own use when his 
house in Pommel Close was raided. 

Ten of the plants were four weeks 
from maturity and would have pro- 
duced 130z of cannabis with a street 
value of more than £1,500, Wolver- 
hampton Crown Court heard. 

They were being kept in a cupboard 
under the stairs, said Mr Howard 
Searle, prosecuting. The other 14 
plants were immature, he said. 


Intention 


Shaw, now of Wellington Road, 
Handsworth, admitted producing 
cannabis but insisted there was no 
intention to sell the drug. 

Charnjit Jutter, defending, said 
Shaw had been smoking cannabis for 
17 years and wanted to kick his habit. 
“He started using it to relax himself 
and it went from there.” 

Shaw had a 16-month sentence in 
2002 for importing 10kg of cannabis at 
Manchester Airport. 

Judge Jonathan Gosling told him: 
“There is increasing concern about the 
amount of cannabis that is being culti- 
vated at people’s homes.”

A recent survey revealed a third of 
passengers on some Chase Line trains 
already have to stand. Currently there 
are eight morning departures going 
from Hednesford and Cannock to the 
city centre before 9am. The loss of the 
07.39 from Hednesford to Birmingham 
would leave a 36-minute gap. 

Network Rail said it was in talks 
with both Centro and London Midland 
about electrification but the chances 
were slim. 

Spokesman Keith Lumley said: “On 
a number of occasions we have looked 
at the possibility of electrifying this 
line. However, in simple terms the elec- 
trification does not meet the value for 
money criteria set for us by the Depart- 
ment for Transport. Having said that 
we, Centro and London Midland will 
have further talks.”

Farewell to ‘Forgotten Army’ jungle war veteran 


TRIBUTES have been paid to a 
member of the ‘Forgotten Army’ who 
fought the Japanese invaders in 
Burma. Ted Williams has died aged 
88 after battling prostate cancer for 
many years. 

Son-in-law Keith Wyke said: “He was a 
very optimistic guy who always looked on 
the bright side. He was very sociable and 
his jokes were legendary. 

“If you went into Walsall town centre 


today and asked ‘do you know Ted 
Williams?’, it wouldn’t be too long before 
you found someone who did. 

“He was very popular.” 


Grandchildren 
Mr Williams was born in Darlaston in 
1922 and enlisted aged 17 in 1939. He was 
sent to Burma in 1941, where he encoun- 
tered the Japanese enemy and engaged in 
often bloody combat. 
Speaking to schoolchildren last year, 


Mr Williams recalled: “We hardly had any 
water because the Japanese would poison 
all the pools. 

“We learned where to cut bamboo to get 
water from the shoots. 

“One Japanese officer ran out of the 
bushes at me with his sword above his 
head and cut me. ‘He’s not having my 
arm’, I thought, so I stuck my bayonet in 
him. It was the first time I had to do it.” 

The term ‘Forgotten Army’ is believed 
to have been coined by the commander of 


the 14th Army, Lieut Gen Bill Slim, 
because of the lack of media attention 
given to the Burma campaign. 

On his return from war Mr Williams 
joined the TA and began work as a crane 
driver at Rubery Owen, in Wednesbury. 
He married his sweetheart Gladys and 
they had six children. 

The funeral, attended by standard 
bearers from the Royal British Legion, 
took place last week at St Mark’s Church, 
Tipton, near his home.

Decisions will be made shortly on the 
homes in Willenhall, ending a two-year 
wait for residents. 

Homes in Kemble Close, Brook- 
thorpe Drive and Oakridge Drive were 
found to contain traces of heavy 
metals, tars and a gas-manufacturing 
by-product known as Blue Billy. 

The homes were built on the site of 
the former Willenhall Town Gas Works 
which shut down in the 1960s, and 89 
gardens have been found to contain the 
substances. Consultants from Walsall 
Council have reviewed the results of 
final tests carried out on the estate, 
and the information is being used to 
make decisions on which gardens to 
categorize as contaminated. 


Complex 

Officers at the authority have previ- 
ously said declaring the land as con- 
taminated is a complex process, but an 
important step in making sure the site 
is cleaned up properly. 

Councillor Tom Ansell, cabinet 
member for transport and environ- 
ment, said: “We’ve reviewed the 
results from testing of gardens in the 
area and this information is being used 
to help us decide which properties will 
need to be classed as contaminated. 

“The council has been in contact with 
residents who are likely to be affected 
to confirm their contact and land own- 
ership details. This information is nec- 
essary to make sure that all with an 
interest or responsibility for the land 
are notified of the outcome of the inves- 
tigation.” 

The homes were built on the site in 
the 1970s, and it is believed the area 
was not properly cleared. 

Residents in properties where the 
substances were found were told not to 
eat vegetables grown in their gardens, 
and to always use gloves when 
weeding. They were also told not to 
build extensions on their homes while 
investigations were carried out. 


Roof at flats is set 
to be replaced 


INVESTMENT from WHG will see 
the roof of a 1960s block of flats in 
Walsall replaced. 

Scaffolding has been put up around 
the three-storey block in Penkridge 
Close, Birchills. 

The new roof will improve the insu- 
lation of the block and could help drive 
down customer fuel bills. The exterior 
of the block will also benefit from 
partial thermal insulation. 

Work is being carried out by WHG 
construction partner Wates and will 
cost around £60,000. It is part of a 
rolling programme to replace the roofs 
of WHG’s blocks of flats over the 
coming years.

David Tapper, aged 26, of Tasker Street, Walsll, fetched 
the weapon from his bedroom to attack 6ft 9in Dean Dav- 
enport, Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 

The court was told that Tapper, who pleaded guilty to 
unlawful wounding, had asked Mr Davenport to leave 
after he had made unwanted advances towards a teenage 


girl, but refused to do so. 

Tapper fetched the 
weapon, brandished the 
two-foot sword above his 
head and sliced the side Mr 
Davenport’s head. 

Sending the father of two 
to prison for 10 months, 
Judge Jonathan Gosling told 
Tapper he had risked the life 
of the man he attacked. 


Teenage 


He said: “Anyone who 
arms himself with a fero- 
cious weapon such as this 
has to go to prison. It was 
two feet long and weighed 
more than a kilogram. I am 
surprised you could lift it to 
this very large man’s head. It 
was reckless in the extreme 
and a very dangerous act.” 

Earlier, prosecutor Mr 
Glyn Samuel said the inci- 
dent had arisen out of a 
party at Tapper’s house in 
Tasker Street where he, Mr 
Davenport and two teenage 
girls had spent the evening. 

He said: “The defendant 
sent a text to Dean Daven- 
port inviting him round and 
the people at the house had 
been drinking. After the 
defendant asked Mr Daven- 
port to leave he did not do so 
and then Mr Tapper took 
the sword from a stand in 
the window. He held it in 
front of him and swung it so 
it hit him on the head. 

“It caused a 7em wide and 
long gash using the tip of 
the sword.”

workers increasing 
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MORE than 500 Walsall Council staff 
reported physical or verbal abuse in the 
last year and more than 150 suffered 
slips and trips, a report has revealed. 

Both figures are up on last year and most 
departments reported a rise in violence. 

Incidents ranged from swearing at council 
officers and abusive phone calls, to people in 
care hitting out at staff. There were also 
reports of council workers being hit by 
moving objects such as falling mop handles, 
dropped tools and even by opening or closing 
doors and gates. 

The authority’s annual health and safety 
performance report for 2010/11 revealed staff 
made 541 reports of violent incidents and 162 
reports concerning slips and trips. The 
figures showed an increase from the previous 
year which stood at 460 violent incident 
reports and 140 reports of slips and trips. 

In the report, senior safety advisor for 
Walsall Council, David Kempson, said: “Most 
of our directorates have experienced an 
increase in violent incidents and these are 
actively monitored at safety committee meet- 
ings each quarter.” 

The report also revealed there had been 72 
reports of staff being hit by moving objects in 
2010/11, while 32 staff reported fixed objects 
hitting them. 


Accidents 


The total number of accidents reported 
across Walsall Council’s services, excluding 
schools, for the period was 532 — up 16 per 
cent on the year before. 

But Mr Kempson said the number was still 
“very small” considering the number of staff 
employed and the number of work locations. 

Figures collected by Walsall Children’s 
Services Serco, which manages the borough’s 
schools, found there had been 474 employee 
incidents in schools in 2010/11. 

The council said all accidents were 
reviewed and work had been undertaken 
over the past couple of years to update the 
authority’s incident reporting policy. 

Councillor Chris Towe, council cabinet 
member for finance and personnel, said: “We 
have put a lot of effort into encouraging 
employees to report incidents, so it could be 
that more people are reporting them.”

Bosses vow to halt 
parking fine errors 


BOSSES at Walsall’s busiest retail park have promised to iron out the prob- 
lems that have seen drivers wrongly issued with fines. Dozens of visitors to the 
Crown Wharf Shopping Park, off Wolverhampton Street, had been stung with 
£80 fines, despite paying, since a new system was introduced in May this year. 

Drivers have to punch their registration number into a machine on arrival. It is 
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believed the fines were sent 
out after full registration 
numbers were not entered 
correctly. 

Now one hour of free 
parking has been scrapped 
and automatic number 
plate recognition technol- 
ogy introduced. 

John Albany-Ward, at 
Munroe K Asset Manage- 
ment, which runs the shop- 
ping park, said: “Extra 
signs have been put up to 
make sure people know they 
have to pay and have to put 
their full registration 
number in. 

“Anybody who has paid 
for the correct time will not 
be made to pay the fine. 

“We are introducing a pro- 


cedure which means if 


anyone has madea payment 
but has not entered their 
full registration properly, 
we will review it before a

John Wadsworth, 66, of 
Streetly, has sought legal 
advice after being asked to 
pay £80. He claims drivers

Operators Parking Eye 
said: “The pay and display 
system at the Crown Wharf 
Shopping Park is designed 
to ensure all shoppers have 
fair access to car parking. 

“The overwhelming maj- 
ority of shoppers buy tickets 
without any problem. For 
those people who make a 
genuine error, we have a 
clear and fair appeals proce- 
dure. 

“We abide by the British 
Parking Association Code of 
Conduct. More than 30 
signs explain the pay and 
display system.”

en Crane was just a boy of 11 
when his passion for steam 
engines was sparked. 

“They say as you get older your toys get 
bigger,” smiled the 78-year-old, who with 
wife Jane has been honoured with a life- 
time achievement award recognising their 
contribution to the repair and preservation 
of engines. 

The Wolverhampton couple met in 1953 
through a mutual love of motorcycle racing 
and for 30 years, owned their own business, 
Leonard Crane Transport Ltd, in Tividale. 

Mr Crane, who hails from Lanesfield, 
became interested in steam engines at 11 
when he started building model steam 
engines. He is perhaps best known as the 
former chief engineer of the Bratch pump- 
ing station in Wombourne. 


Celebrate 

Even since his retirement in 2001 Mr 
Crane has continued to host open days at 
the attraction, welcoming hundreds of 
people from all over the country to view the 
engines he has lovingly restored. 

It was his turn to travel when he and his 
wife, who celebrate their 57th wedding 
anniversary this year, went to Trinity 
House in London where they were awarded 
the Transport Trust award by Prince

Michael of Kent. Speaking about the 
award, Mr Crane said he was delighted his 
wife — for so long a supportive presence on 
the sidelines — had been recognised. 

“Tt was marvellous. Usually I win cups 
and trophies but it’s always me who 
receives them, with Jane in the back- 
ground,” he said. “All of a sudden though, 
we receive a letter in April from the Trans- 
port Trust for a joint award.” 

Mrs Crane added: “We were so honoured. 
Prince Michael was absolutely charming 
and spoke to each of the award winners 
individually, about his own personal expe- 
riences on a steam boat.It’s just so nice to 
receive the award — tea and rock buns are 
usually my recognised speciality.”

Sixty-seven years since he set out to 
make his first model, Mr Crane has 
restored five engines, some of them weigh- 
ing up to 400 tons and worth £250,000. 

The couple can be found most nights at 
their yard in Wombourne, working on the 
engines. 

For eight years, however, the only space 
available was an opening behind their 
garden hedge, working in what Mrs Crane 
described as “very inclement weather”. 

Fortunately, a corner of a unit in Wom- 
bourne was offered to them by personal 
friend John Wootton, who also organises 
the steam section of the West Park Show. 

Mrs Crane continued: “I usually join Len 
in the afternoon in the yard to help, and we

can be there until 9 or 10 some evenings.” 

Mr Crane has just completed nine years’ 
work renovating Endurance, a 1902 Burrell 
Patent Engine that he found in Dorset. 
With his wife, he stripped it down and 
rebuilt it. It has been displayed at Wolver- 
hampton’s West Park, the Black Country 
Living Museum in Dudley, since then as 
well as last weekend’s Walsall Town Show. 

Mr Crane has, alongside his lifetime’s 
work on steam engines, also won the 
Motocross British Championship twice. 

He had just returned from two years’ 
National Service with the Royal Engineers 
on the day of a motocross race. A 14-year-old 
Jane happened to stroll by as he was 
preparing, and offered to help. 


Incredible 


One date to the pictures, and 57 years of 
marriage later, they have one daughter and 
are still working to rebuild incredible feats 
of engineering. 

His completed 1925 Marshall Steam roll- 
er was presented, adorned in ribbons, to his 
wife for her 50th birthday. In 2010 daugh- 
ter Brigitte rode to her wedding on a huge 
1928 Fowler Crane belonging to her father. 

The classic vehicle is affectionately 
known by locals as the Wolverhampton 
Wanderer.

XF comes out fighting with new diesel engine 


TALK about fighting with one hand 
tied behind your back. The smallest 
Jaguar saloon has spent its life so 
far without the engine most buyers 
wanted. 

Now they can have it - and banish 
thoughts of BMWs and Audis to the 
other side of the company car park 
fence. 

Say a big, warm hello to the Jaguar XF 2.2 
litre diesel.

When the XF was launched in 2008 its 
svelte non-retro lines were a bit of a gamble 
for a company that traded for decades on 
hints of labrador and gentlemen’s clubs. 

The gamble paid off, with interest, and 
XFs are now a common sight on UK roads. 
Still worth a look as they pass, though. 

Now, for 2011 comes an XF that’s been 


No shortage of equipment in the restyled cabin 


mildly refreshed on the outside, with 
smoother lights front and rear and a new 
dashboard, more switches and reprofiled 
seats inside. 

Much more important, there’s now the 
choice of a smaller diesel engine. It’s quite 
closely related to the unit you'll find in some 
Mondeos but has been reworked for its role 
in a Jag and bolted to a new automatic 
gearbox with no fewer than eight forward 
speeds. 

Priced from a competitive £30,950, it will 
also appeal to company car drivers who 
have to take notice of its tailpipe pollution if 
they’re not to be stung by the taxman. Road 
tax at just £125 won’t hurt either. 

Jaguar thinks so many buyers will go for 
this smallest diesel that it will soon become 
the biggest seller in the range, so untying 
that hand behind the corporate back and 
letting the Coventry cat take on the rivals 
from Germany at last. 

The new gearbox and a stop/start system 
that cuts the engine when the car is sta- 
tionary (and, unfortunately, with your 
foot on the brakes) help the 2.2 XF 
record impressive economy in the 
Official test; with better than 52mpg. 

A brisk drive on testing roads 
around Jaguar’s Gaydon head- 
quarters near Warwick left my car 
showing 39.5mpg on its trip com- 
puter. That’s an impressive real 
world figure for a car that simply 
asks to be driven. 


Forget about diesels sounding loud and 
rough and producing hardly enough power 
to drag the skin off a rice pudding. In the 
latest XF we have a 187bhp diesel with a 
genuine performance feel — and the need to 
keep an eye on the speedometer to avoid 
the collection of points. 

But the XF has even deeper charms. 
Without needing complicated and expen- 
sive suspension, the Jaguar engineers have 
produced a car that feels light on its toes and 
eager to tackle the next bend. It made me 
smile after the first bend and the grin never 
left my face, it’s that impressive. 

Alittle less so is the new interior, which still 
lacks the lounging room you might 
hope for in the rear. The new 
instrument panel uses 
some touches of 
blue where 


(the still unbeatable) white on black would 
have been easier to read. 

At least there are now proper switches on 
the centre console below the big colour 
touchscreen to make choosing functions 
mee so sometimes more is less (confus- 
ing). 

No complaints about the standard equip- 
ment, which includes xenon headlights, rear 
parking sensors and leather upholstery. 
Satellite navigation is a costly £2,050. 

If you forget your new Jag is diesel- 
powered (not difficult), a petrol nozzle won’t 
fit when you try to fill up. Clever, and poten- 
tially wallet saving.

WEEKS after widening the Wind 


Roadster range to include an 
affordable 1.2-litre version, Renault 
has produced two extra Clios for 
the burgeoning Gordini line-up. 

The Gordini range has proved a hit, 
and the Clio Gordini accounts for 27 per 
cent of overall Clio Renaultsport sales in 
Europe and over 10 per cent in the UK. 

The latest incarnations of the Gordini 
badge debut in three-door form, with the 
petrol 1.6 VVT 128 and diesel 1.5 dCi 
106. 

They enable UK buyers to get the look 
and feel of the 200hp flagship Gordini, 
but with lower fuel consumption, emis- 
sions and running costs, including insur- 
ance, The petrol model welcomes the 
rev-loving engine from the former GT, 
itself slightly detuned from the Twingo 
Renaultsport 133. In the warmed over 
Clio, it gives performance of 0-62mph in 
9.3 seconds, combined with 42.2mpg 
on the combined cycle. The Clio Gordini 
128 costs £14,000 on-the-road. 

The second version comes with the 
1.5 dCi 106 and costs £14,950.

lively performance, the newcomer is just 
at home on the open road as it is in town, 
thanks to its standard six-speed 
gearbox.

On the outside, it sports twin white 
racing stripes across the bonnet, roof 
and tailgate, co-ordinating white electric 
folding door mirrors and front bumper 
strip, Gordini badges, 16-inch Turini 
alloy wheels, body colour rear spoiler 
and twin tailpipe exhausts. 

Other external enhancements are 
body coloured side mouldings and door 
handles, extra tinted side and rear 
windows, front fog lights and fixed cor- 
nering lights. 

On the inside, creature comforts 
abound. The Gordini touches begin with 
grey cloth upholstery with Gordini logo 


(grey or blue leather are optional and 
blue cloth is a no-cost option), leather 
steering wheel with grey detail and white 
stripe, satin chrome-effect gearknob 
with blue Gordini badge and black sur- 
round with satin chrome lever. Other ele- 
ments include gloss black detailing for 
the centre console, dash and air vent 
surrounds, and a white rev counter. 

Both newcomers come _ highly 
equipped with a 4x20W radio CD with 
aux input and fingertip remote controls, 
auto lights and wipers, climate control, 
cruise control, front curtain airbags and 
speed limiter. 

The two new versions can be 
upgraded with several options, includ- 
ing Carminat TomTom satellite naviga- 
tion, multi-functional TunePoint or 
electric panoramic sunroof. 

Metallic paint comes in Malta Blue, 
Pearl Black and Ruby Red. The standard 
body colour, Glacier White, features 
contrasting anthracite grey Gordini 
racing stripes, door mirrors and front 
bumper insert.

SADLY | am of an age to 
remember when Triumph pro- 
duced a 750cc Tiger. 

At the time | borrowed one from 
the old Co-operative Triumph 
factory and competed in off-road 
competitions. 

It was based on the good old-fash- 
ioned parallel twin engine and it did its 
job. 

It shook itself to pieces with vibration 
and was never the most reliable but it 
did win me a few pots. 

When | had the opportunity to test the 
latest Triumph Tiger from the Hinckley 
factory | grabbed it with relish. 

Triumph has identified a gap in the 
market. 

They saw BMW and Honda were 
doing very nicely with people who 
wanted to buy an off-road style bike 
without necessarily wanting to ride it 
that way - a bit like people who buy 
4x4s but never venture off-road. 

A bike that could be used for com- 
muting, touring and semi-off-road 
would have appeal so the Triumph Tiger 
800cc is produced as two variants. 

| tested the road-biased version. With 
its 19” cast wheels it is an all-round 
useable machine. Then there is the off- 
road version that has a 21” spoked front 
wheel, much longer suspension and dif- 
ferent tyres. 

Triumph has been loyal to the three- 


cylinder concept and the engine fitted 
to the Tiger was a little gem. 

It was almost linear in its power pro- 
duction: with fuel injection, gone are the 
days of fiddling with chokes to get that 
initial start then a reliable tick-over. 

It has a capacity of 799cc; and 
Triumph has not stifled the unique and 
wonderful sound of the three-cylinder 
with the exhaust set up. 

It is said to produce 94bhp at 9,300 
revs with a reasonable amount of torque 
at mid-range. Triumph suggests a top 
speed of 130mph should be achievable 
and the 4.2-gallon tank should give a 
range of about 200 miles. 


Sports 

The Tiger is a tall bike. | am just over 
six feet with long legs so for me it was 
perfect. 

The sports screen fits in front of the 
instrumentations and at first | thought it 
was a bit gimmicky, but to my amaze- 
ment 70mph cruising on the motorway 
showed that it worked. 

The aerodynamic effect of hanging 
on to a high set of handlebars was 
diminished and it actually kept some of 
the rain off. 

The bike is a very agile performer, 
belying the fact that it is an 800cc, and 
the weight distribution is perfect. 


Performance from the first twist of the 
throttle all the way through the six gears 
is excellent. 

Acceleration is very brisk, the 
gearbox is a delight and very easy to 
use. Clutchless changes could quite 
easily be made up or down the box. 

One aspect of the derivative | rode 
was that it doesn’t like off-road perform- 
ing. Bennetts Lane runs by the A454 
near the outskirts of Wolverhampton 
towards Pattingham. 

It starts off very narrow, gets narrower 
with grass in the middle, then degener- 
ates into a farm track, and the last 
quarter of a mile is a stream bed. 

It is an education and difficult to ride. 
The pebbles had been polished so high, 
that the bike at times struggled to find 
grip and it was sideways as much as it 
was pointing forward. But it proved a 
point. 

It is possible to tackle a “green lane” 
but you need to concentrate and show 
the bike who is boss. 

With the tall seat configuration the 
smaller statured may struggle if they 
venture too far off-road. Having said 
that, it was just an exercise because 
Triumph is promoting this as a dual- 
purpose bike. 

Handling on road was brilliant and the 
power belied how big this bike is. 

It was almost like riding a small 250cc 
and the big wide bars were a bonus in 
town. 

Itis a bike Triumph should

Fuel consumption in the 
mid-40s is not to be scoffed 
at and the big fuel tank 
means no need to be para- 
noid about running out of fuel 
on the motorway. 

My own bike is a 10-year 
old Pan European, so | am 
out of touch with what 
modern motor cycles now 
add as standard. 

| was surprised to find the 
instrumentation on the 
Triumph comprised a digital 
speedometer with a conven- 
tional analogue taco, a clock 
and a digital display of gear 
selection — useful with a six- 
speed gearbox. Two trip dis- 
plays, as in a car, are useful 
too. 


Distance 


It has an average speed, 
and fuel consumption 
display, a fuel gauge and, 
again copied from the car 
world, distance remaining 
with the amount of fuel on 
board. 

These were all easy fea- 
tures and the buttons were 
sensible and simple to 
operate with gloves. 

Triumph expects to sell at 
least 7,000 of these bikes 
worldwide. 

| can’t see any reason it 
shouldn’t achieve _ that, 


because once you have 
ridden it you realise just how 
good both the bike and 
concept are. My only reser- 
vation is the lack of luggage 
space. 

With a price from £7,149, 
on sale now, | can see 
nothing but success for 
Triumph and this new bike.

NO FANFARE, no parade but a point at Hartlepool represents 
Walsall’s unwavering, if unspectacular progress this year. This result 
at a venue where they have been so recently wretched is significant. 

Saturday's draw at Hartlepool — the awful dismissal of Andy Butler aside — 
shows just where the Saddlers are heading under Dean Smith. The steady 
upward curve of the last eight months continues. 

Walsall can be a finishing school for ambitious young managers. Succeed with a lack of 


cash, a high turnover of players and the odd 
protest against the chairman and you can 
succeed anywhere. 

And Smith has had to learn fast. The 
crash course in management that was last 
season enhanced his reputation but also 
added a modicum of extra pressure. 

Coming in half way through a season, he 
got the desired reaction. Now, with his own 
team, the inquisition of his skills really 
starts. Smith’s start has been promising — 
four points from two games and a top six 
spot in the embryonic table. 

League One still has its smattering of big 
boys but, in the main, is littered with also- 
rans who all believe they can mount a pro- 
motion charge. There is no chip on the 
Saddlers’ shoulder, they know they are 
among the ‘have nots’, but with just three 
100 per cent records in the division the 
‘haves’ aren't ones to fear. 

For years their fabled inconsistency has 
been an Achilles heel which hampered any 
attempts to progress. The signs are there 
though that Smith and his management 
team have begun to rectify it. 

To succeed in League One there is no need 
to be spectacular. Organisation and consis- 
tency is key — two of the attributes the Sad- 
dlers are threatening to display. 

Smith said: “It was a good performance. 
The lads gave me everything, worked hard 
for each other, used the ball well and got 
into some dangerous areas, particularly in 
the first half. We restricted them to just a 
few chances and it was a pretty even game

“In the end a draw was probably a fair 
result and it makes it an unbeaten start 
from our first two games.
